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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
withdrawn the outstanding rejections of the claims in view of the amendment to claim 24. In 
particular, claim 24 now requires that the first and second chambers be linked by passageways in 
fluid communication with the distal end of the first and second electrophoretic channels 
respectively. The previous examiner relied on the use of Place et al (USP 4,652,354) for the 
teaching of the first and second chambers (see p. 5 fi-om the 10/1 1/2007 office action). However, 
these chambers of Place are located adjacent the central reservoir for sample introduction and are 
not linked by a passageway to the distal ends of the electrophoretic channels, nor is there any 
obvious reason for relocating these chambers to meet the amended claim language. Claims 25- 
34 and 37-39 depend fi-om allowable claim 24 and are also allowable for that reason.
